ELOPED WITH AN ENGLISH DOCTOR. 


A Scandal That Is Interesting the Ameri- 
can Colony in the Riviera.

Nick, Jan. 28.—A great sensation was cre- 

ated here by the arrest in Paris of an Amer- 
ican girl with an English doctor. The young 
lady’s name is Ida Wilcox. She is a daughter 
of Mrs. Carter Wilcox of Bainbridge, N. 
V., and is 17 years old. She is quite pretty 
and has beea much admired since her 
arrival here with her mother a month 
ago. ‘They were staying at the 
Pension Anglaise. Two weeks ago Dr. Sel- 
lon arrived from England with his son, 8 
years old. He stepped at the same house. 
The doctor assumed to be an invalid, and 
claimed that he came South to recover from 
an injury from a fall from his horse. 
He was a handsome feliow, of good 
address, and had plenty of money. 
From the outset he paid a good 
deal of attention to Ida Wilcox. A week ago 
a lady in the pension told Mrs. Wilcox 
the doctor was flirting too much with Ida 
and advised her to put a stop to it, as the doc- 
tor nad a wife in England. Mrs. Wilcox 
chided Ida, but as the girl was not inclined to 
discontinue tne intimacy thewmotnher left Nice 
with her daughter and moved to a hotel at 
Mentone. The girl left a note to the doctor 
telling bim where she was going. He fol- 
lowed the day afterward and put up at the 
same hotel. The mother met him in the 
hall and a great row took place. The girl 
promised to give himup. Last Thursday the 
doctor tried to get somebody to take his 
boy to London and put him in 
charge of a relative there, but failed. 
Friday he appeared at the railway station at 
Mentone with the boy and Ida, whom he 
passed off as the boy’s governess. Ida 
seemed much excited. The agent sold them 
tickets to Ventimilie, on the Italian frontier, 
where Ida cashed a check payable to 
either herself or mother for £350. The state- 
ment that the girl stole the money was 
wrong, as the check was given her by her 
mother to cash. 

With the funds thus obtained tne elopers 
went via Genoa, Turin, and Dijon to Paris, 
where they were arrested. The mother 
waited ali day for Ida to come back with the 
money, but instead a messenger delivered a 
note from the girl saying she had rup away 
and asking to be forgotten, as she was de- 
termined never to return. Her mother at 
once went ta American Consul Hathaway, 
who saw the public prosecutor, and the po- 
lice of Paris were wired to arrest the couple 
on their arrival. When the train arrived 
at the Paris station Sellon called a cab 
and told tne driver to go to the Grand Hotel, 
but before he could start the police collared 
him. He protested that the girl was of age 
and came with him of her owa accord. The 
girl refused to leave him and they were 
taken back bythe first train to Mentone, 
where the mother awaits them. It is a great 
scandal among the Americans on the Riviera. 
The laws relating to abduction are severe 
here, and the friends of the girl’s mother 
propose to make it warm for the doctor.

WasHIneTon, D. C., Jan. 28.—[Special.]— 
Members of the Cabinet deny that any of 
them are going to resign because of disagree- 
ments among themselves over the Samoan 
question. The denial was hardly necessary. 
The way they all have allowed the President 
to snub them in the last four years makes it 
incredible that any Cabinet officer wouid now 
throw up his office because of a quarrel with 
a colleague. ry gd Whitney simply said 
the report of His intention to resign was 
not true, while Secretay Bayard had nothing 
to say about it. Itis known, however, that 
there is much squabbiing in the Cabinet 
and the closing days of the Cleveland Ad- 
ministration are not peaceful ones for its 
head. Vilas and Whitney barely recognize 
each other at the council table. Vilas knows 
Whitney looks on him as a popinjay, while 
Vilas’ opinion of Whitney as a creature of 
money instead of brains is common talk. 
Don Dickinson gets mad with everybody, in- 
cluding the President, and sometimes frees 
his mind. Other members of the Cabinet 
are less quarrelsome usually, but just now 
Bayard is said to be excessively irritable.

The Misses 
Rose and Emilie Preston wore white créve 
finished about the neck with fine frilis and 
confined at the waist with a gold girdle. 

Miss Wilson gave a tea at which the re- 
ceiving party included Mrs. Hodgson Burnett 
in lilac moire and Mrs. Vinnie Ream Hoxie 
in scarlet satin, with corsage bouquet of mar- 
guerites.

It protests against the ad- 
mission of New Mexico as a State of the 
Union and represents that it is not to the busi- 
ness interests of the reskients of the 
Territory, nor is it the desire of 
the majority of New Mexico’s citizens 
really engaged in commercial pursuits, 
that Mexico should atthe present time be 
admitted to the Union. The petitione.s say 


‘further that New Mexico is at present totally 


untitted for the responsibilities of Statehood 
because the greater part of the population 
are unfamiliar with the English language, 
and, though honest and of good intentions, 
are, as a class, people whom designing and 
unscrupulous politicians may readily acquire 
a power over that enables them to sway them 
almost without limit. The petition also 
states that the character of the Legislatures 
of the Territory has been such as causes the 
gravest fears that if left to enact laws not 
subject tothe reversalof Congress the re- 
sulting code would be a disgrace to the State.

It is the in- 
tention to bring suit in the Supreme Court to 
revoke the charter of tae Standard Oil Com- 
pany and the Barber Match Company of 
Akron. . 

While it is understood that there is some 
hesitancy about instituting quo warranto 
proceedings on the evidence vow in hand, 
only a few fragments of testimjony, which, it 
is believed, can easily be supplied, are lack- 
ing, and when these are furnished a definite 
line of action will be decided upon, 

Should it be determined to bring suits for 
a revocation of the charters of the Standard 
Oil and Match Trusts, the former will prova- 
biy be the first one to receive attention from 
the State authorities. 

The proposed investigation into the meth- 
ods pursued by tue Standard Ou Company is 
the outcome of a movement set on foot by a 
legislative committee, composed of members 
of the Senate and House, charged by resolu- 
tion with the task of looking into the various 
pools and trusts of the State, The commit- 
tee is now in Cincinnati holding daily ses- 
sions, examining into the school book monop- 
oly, now exclusively enjoyed im Ohio by Van 
Antwerp, Bragg & Co. 

For some weeks the Standard Od Company 
was under fire, and the eviden@e secured has 
been submitted to Attorney G@neral Watson, 
who has agreed to institute suit. 

All recognize the magnitud@of an under- 
taking to oust the great Standard Company, 
und there is a disposition to carefully con- 
sider the matter in all its Uearings before 
taking any steps. 5 

An outline of the evidence obtained by and 
now in possession of the committee was laid 
before the Attorney General, Who spent con- 
siderabie time in looking up the authorities 
on pools and trusts. The proposed suit is 
looked upon as a bold move, but members of 
the committee, including Senator Taylor, the 
Chaiftman, are heartily in earnest in the mat- 
ter and are convinced that something must 
be done to stay the formation and operation 
of trusts in Ohio. 

Some members of the committee are of the 
opinion that evidence has already been col-

The committee expects in a few days 
to go to Cleveland, Lima, Findlay, Carey, 
and other points in the productive or manu- 
facturing field and secure additional evidence

THE LATTIMER MURDER CASE. 


Something About the Strange Death of 
the Father of the Prisoner. 

JACKSON, Mich., Jan. 28.—[Speciai.]— The 
murder of Mrs. Lattimer s back to 
memory the incidents relating’ o the mys- 
terious death of R. Irving timer’s father, 
sixteen months ago. The night of Oct. 21, 
1887, Robert F. Lattimer returned home, and 
after tea, feeling an attack of indigestion, 
drank a glass of cider, and in a haif-hour 
was dead. Prominent physicians at the time 
surmised poisoning, but Mra, Lattimer op- 
posed a post mortem, as it would be so 
shocking to her boy Irving The morning of 
the father’s death Irving fy around to 
the bank to pay his father’s ‘life insurance 
premium. But he was a few days too late. 

The interior of Irving’s shoes are badly 
spotted with blood and his socks also. He 
has the coolest bearing imaginabie, and spent 
Sunday playing cards with other prisoners 
in the jail. There is $1,500 yet to be account 
ed for. Itis now said that Irving had trou 
ble with his mother after she refused to ad- 
vance him more money. 


SAD CASE OF DESTITUTION. 


A Starving Woman and Three 
Are Turned into the Street for Debt. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Jan. 28.— [Special. — Mrs. 
Anna Raas, a widow with three small chil- 
dren, has been sleeping for four nights on the 
ground in the rear of a tumble-down tene- 
ment which she had formerly occupied. The 
rent was only $5, and failing to pay this she 
was evicted last Tuesday. Her possessions 
consisted of a stove, some bedcilothing, and 
kitchen utensils. These were tossed out in 
the back yard. She placed her children un- 
der the clothes and went about the streets 
applying for work. Repeated refusais ren- 
dered her almost insane, and all she could do 
was to beg a morsel of food for the children. 
They slept in the open air from Tuesday un- 
til Sunday night. Saturday night the tem- 
perature fell to 10° above zero, and at 3

ALL THE NEW YORK SURFACE ROADS 
ARE “TIED UP.” 


— — 
The Men Agreed Last Night to Go Out at 
4 A. M. Today—How Adams Was Mur- 
dered—One of His Assallants Tells the 
Story of the Crime—Riot in Brooklyn 
and Police Charge the Mob—Statement 
of the Company. 


New Tonk, Jan. 28.—[Special./—There 
will be a general “tie-up” of all the surface 
railroads in the city at 4 o’clock tomorrow 
morning. The order was given tonight by 
the Executive Committee of National Dis- 
trict Assembly No. 226. For some weeks 
past a secret ballot has been taken in all the 
local assemblies on the important question, 
and they votea to “tie up.“ Only two local 
assem biies remained to be heard from. They 
met tonight and voted as the others had 
done, making the result unanimous. 

The Executive Committee has issued a 
long address to the public in which it states 
that efforts have been made to settie thé dif- 
ferences between the men and the com- 
panies, but that the managers of the latter 
declined to treat with tne committee nor would 
they act in conjunction with the State Board 
of Arbitration. The principal demand is for 
shortening the hours of labor. The strike 
in New York, in connection with the one in 
Brooklyn, wiil be the biggest one affecting 
street-car lines éver known. 

THE MURDER OF ADAMS. . 

Public interest in tne strike of the Brook- 
lyn street-car employés has been intensified 
by the developments today of the antecedents 
of Henry W. Adams, who was killed at the 
Atlantic avenue car stables Saturday night. 
The story of the kiiling is coming to the sur- 
face, and indignation increases with 
the public.interest. The deceased was 
a well-educated man, and for four 
years past had been residing with, 
his brother-in-law, J. W. Wheelock, in 
Brooklyn. For the last twelve months he 
had had no work, and was on the point of 


‘negotiating tor a berth oa a sea-going vessel 


when the advertisement for Americans 
to operate the tied-up roads caught bis eye. 
He decided to apply. He was accepted, being 
given work at watering and feeding the 
horses, He had a feeling, however, that 
something was going to happen to him, 
and, upon communicating his fears to 
his sister, Mrs. Wheelock, she said that 
no doubt the police would be able to protect 
the new men. Adams went to work, and 
succeeded well. At night he decided to re- 
main at the stable, for his fears of being as- 
saulted by the strikers had not left him. His 
duties were many and it was 10 o’clock be- 
fore he finished them. Taking a couple of 
blankets with him, he bade the watchman, 
John Schumaker, a pleasant good-night and 
then clambered up into the loft: He selected 
one of the bins as uresting place and soon 
fell asleep. As soon as Schumaker satisfied 
himself of this fact he left his post of duty, 
and, going outside, he softly calied three of 
the strikers to him. They were standing in 
front of the stables on the corner of Nine- 
teeth street. They were Morris Stenson, a 
conductor; Kirwin Graham, a stableman; 
and John Collier, adriver. He showed them 
the way up-stairs, and they quietly went up, 
Collier leading. 
COLLIER’S STATEMENT. 

This 1s Collier’s statement of what fol- 
lowed : 

He struck a match and located the bin in 
which Adams was sleeping. The match 


burned out and the men advanced towards 


the bin. Collier stumbled and fell. They 
listened. Nothing save the regular breathing 
of the man in the bin could be heard. An- 
other match was struck by Collier, and by the 
light of this the two men took hold of 
the blanket upon which Adams was lying 
and quickly lhftea it up. Collier and Stenson 
had upon first entering the loft shoved aside 
the huge front door of the loft. Towards 
this they now hastened, bearing Adams be- 
tween them. Whether he awakened or not 
is not known, for Collier in his statement 
says nothing about it. At apy rate Stenson 
and Graham carried the man to the door. 
Collier followed and again fell. Then he 
states that when he arose Adams had disap- 
peared, but Stenson and Graham were stand- 
ing by the door looking into the street. He 
(Collier) got up and iooked also and saw the 
form of a man lying in the street. 

The prisoners were arraigned today, and 
were held upon this affidavit made by De- 
tective Powers: 

I was detailed to make an investigation as to 
who the deceased, Adams, came to hisdeath. I 
learned by my investigation that the deceased 
came to his death at the hands of John Collier, 
Morris Stenson, and Kirwin Graham, they hav- 
ing deliberately entered the stables on the above 
mentioned street, taken the deceased and thrown 


Treasurer Frost of the car company said 
this afternoon: “The situation is serious 
and is growing more critical every hour.

Hill that the 
company’s charters be annulled, and the Al- 
dermen of Brooklyn today listened to a reso- 
lution of the same disposition. The company 
say it can man its cars in two days if it has 
proper police protection. 3 


JAMES b. FISH'S SENTENCE COMMUTED. 


The Great Bank Wrecker Not Surprised at 
the Newsa—What Ward Said. 

WasuHIneTon, D. C., Jan. 28.—The Presi- 
dent has commuted the sentence of James 
D. Fish, formerly President of the Marine 
National Bank of New York, who was con- 
victed in April, 1885, of misapplying the 
funds of that bank and sentenced June 27. 
1885, to ten years’ imprisonment in the State 
Prison at Auburn, N. V., upon the first 
count of the indictment, with the statement 
that judgment for a like punishment will be 
entered upon conviction had under ten other 
counts of the indictment. 

New York, Jan. 28.— [Special. The effort 
to secure clemency for Mr. Fish had been so 
prolonged that the announcement of the com- 
mutation was a surprise to his friends and 
even to his children. His sons—John D., Ir- 
win S., and Dean Fish—are in the real estate 
business. His daughter usually resides at 
Auburn, but at present is living at Hemp- 
stead, L. I. They had secured the names of 
nearly a thousand bankers, brokers, and 
other men of affairs, includjng several di- 
rectors and stockholders of the wrecked 
bank. His daughter has been tireless in her 
work for her father, and has been his con- 
solation. To be near him she took up her 
residence in Auburn. 

Ferdinand Ward had written to President 
Cleveland against the pardon of Fish. Ward 
was seen by a reporter of Sing Sing this aft- 
ernoon. I am pleased to hear of the com- 
mutation of the sentence of Mr. Fish,“ he 
said, it it is based on the grounds of his age 
and failing health and that he has suffered 
enough for the crime. My opinion would be 
different if it had come through a further 
vilification of me. I can only speak gener- 
ally from what I know of the application, 
but if it were possible for me to see the 
names of those who signed the petition I 
would then be induced to make a statement 
for reasons not generally known. Prison is 
a were home to some, but it is an awful dis- 
grace to Fish and myself.“ 

AvuBURN, N. V., Jan. 28.— The pardon: of 
James D. Fish was a great surprise to the 
prison officials. Warden Durston informed 
Mr. Fish of his good fortune at about 5 
oxclock this afternoon.

FREE TEXT-BOOKS IN THE SCHOOLS, 


A Dozen Bills for the State to Do the 
Work in Sight. 

BN Ip, IL, Jan. 28.—[Special.]— 
Senator Bassett has returned to the city with 
two bills in his possession of a voluminous 
nature, One provides forapentire revision 
of the Appellate Court act and the other of 
the Practice act. 

The question of uniform and free text- 
books in the schoolsis going to be pretty 
well ventilated and distussed. <A half dozen 
bills of this character have already been in- 
troduced and an equal number are to follow. 
There are several opponents to the plan of 
having the State print the school books and 
distribute them free or atthe cost of pa- 
trons, and they are claiming that such a 
course would be unconstitutional. In sup- 
port of this position they cite that portion of 
the Constitution which says that all print- 
ing, paper, and supplies for the State shail 
be let by contract to the lowest bidder, and 
under this they hold that the State is de- 
barred from doing the work itself. This po- 
sition is combated by others, who claim that 
the State can print and distribute school 
books if it should so elect without violating 
the Constitution. 


BILLS FAVORED BY THE SHERIFFS. 


The State Association's Committee Labor- 
ing for Certain Measures. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 28.—[Special.]— 
Sheriffs Matson of Cook, Condell of Sanga- 
mon, Houston of Will, Howell of McLean, 
and Powell of Green, representing the Sher- 
iffs’ Association of Illinois, were in the city 
today in conference with members of both 
Houses in the interest of several measures 
which they desire to become laws.

Druggists Ask That the Examination Be 
Done Away With. 

SPRINGFIELD, LIL, Jan. 28.—[Special.]—A 
number of leading druggists from different 
parts of the State met tonight in the office of 
the State Board of Pharmacy, in the Capitol 
Building, to discuss a number of important 
amendments to the Pharmacy law. There 
appears to be a strong and respectable oppo- 
sition to the existing law, and some 
radical changes are proposed. Among the 
amendments suggested is one doing 
away with the whole system of ex- 
amination of candidates to practice 
pharmacy. It is proposea to make every 
druggist the 1 the qualification of his 
cler It v insist that any person 
wishing to Eee a license as a pharmacist 
shall have t served an apprenticeship of 
five years, or if he shall have graduated from 
some reputable pharmacy school he shall 
then be allowed to deduct from such five 
years tho time he attended such school of 
pharmacy. This does away with all exami- 
nations the State and . abol- 
ishes the State Board of Pharmacy; hence 
the proposed amendments will meet with a

INTEREST ON COUNTY WARRANTS. 


Rickert’s Bill Providing for Their Regis- 

tration When There Are No Funds. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 28.—[Special.]— 
Senator Rickert will tomorrow introduce a 
bill which is of considerable importance, in- 
asmuch as it, contrary to the wishes of its 
author, may furnish a fruitful field for Cook 
County boodiers to operate in. The bill 
provides that when the County Board of 
Commissioners issue a warrant on the 
Treasury and there is no money to pay the 
same, the holder upon presentation of the 
warrant can have the same registered, and 
it shall draw 6 per cent interest until paid.

Grand Opera- House in Ruins—A Loss of 
$100,000—Other Fires.

It Is Now Said {t Will Amount to $1,000,-

GOV. PORTER SAYS THE NEW- 
. YORKER WILL BAVE A PLACE. 


Senator Allison Returns to Washingtoa— 
Nothing Comes from Him Regarding 
His Sélection, ‘and a Belief Prevalent 
That He Will BRemain in the Senate— 
Satisfaction of Bankers Over His Re- 
ported Appolntmeut— Dudley Again Re- 
ported to Be Indieted. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 28.—[Special.]— 

Ex-Gov. Porter, who would not give utter- 

ance to a statement 
that he did not have 
good reason to believe 
to be true, in a conver- 
sation this evening 
said that Warner Mil- 
ler would be in the 
Cabinet. He was

ALLISON RETURNS HOME. 

When Senator Allison departed from Indian- 
apolis this afternoon at 2:55 o’clock he left 
behind no definite or satisfactory Informa- 
tion as to what had resulted from his visit. 
Gen. Harrison particularly desired t his 
guest should not, as he spoke of it) be 
forced through the ordeai of an interview, 
and he himself did what he could to protect 
the Senator from such an annoyance. Dur- 
ing the twenty-seven hours between the ar- 
rival and departure of the visitor he was not 
outside of Gen. Harrison’s house an hour. 
He did not go near a hotel, and his trunk, 
which was sent to the New Denison House 
when he came yesterday, was removed to 
the home of the President-elect this morn- 
ing. Almost the whole of the time Gen. Har- 
rison and his guest were alone together. 
When Senator Allison was taken to the rail- 
way ~~ this afternoon, accompanied by 
Private Secretary Halford, his arrival where 
was well-timed with the departure of the 
train on which he returned to the East. For 
a few seconds less than five minutes, while 
securing his transportation tickets, he was 
questioned by the interviewers, one of whom 


4 remarked thatit was now reported that he 


would be Secretary of State.

DOUBTS OF HIS ACCEPTANCE. 

There are many persons who believe that 
it has been settled that he will accept the 
Treasury portfolio, but there is some reason 
for doubting if that is the truth, and there is 
pretty good authority for the claim that he 
has determined to remain in the Senate. 
This is strengthened by the recollection 
that Mr. Allison was strongly urged 
by President Garfield eight years 0 
to assume the Treasury portfolio, but flatly 
declined to leave the Senate. The assistant 
Cabinetmakers here tonight equivocally be- 
lieve that he may be in. When he came he 
stated that he might go on to Des Moines 
before returning to ashington, and the 
fact that he did not continue his journey 
homeward, but went directly back to Wash- 
ington, is regarded as significant that he has 
determined not to leave the Senate; while if 
he had accepted the offer of a Cabinet posi- 
tion he would probably have gone home, as 
ne had intended to do under certain contin- 
gencies. 

The positive statement is made tonight by 
agentieman from whom much information 
has been obtained heretofore that four of the 
men who are certain to be in the Cabinet— 
and they are the only selections that have 
been made up to the present time—are Blaine, 
Allison, Wanamaker, and Alger, and they 
are assigned as follows: Secretary of Scate, 
Blaine; Secretary of the Treasury, Allison; 
Secretary of War, Alger; Secretary of the 
Navy. Wanamaker. According to the in- 
formation of this gentleman the Postmaster 
General will be chosen from New York, the 
Secretary of the Interior will probably be 
Estee of California, and the Attorney Gen- 
eral will taken from the South or from 
Indiana, and if the latter, either Judge 
Woods or W. H. H. Miller will be chosen. 

In this eonnection it is stated that Gen. 
Alger will soon visit Indianapolis on the in- 
vitation of Gen. Harrison, and perhaps he 
may be here within the next two or tnaree 
days. It is evident that it is Gen. Harrison’s 
determination to settie with as littie delay as 
possible the Cabinet problem. It is supposed 
that it was not only for the purpose of ascer- 
taining if he could be induced to accept a vo- 
sition that Senator Allison was called here, 
but also to obtain his views regarding 
the contemplated offer of positions to 
other men, as well as to confer with 
him regarding National questions to be given 
attention in the inaugural address. About 
the only information of significance that 
Senator Allison left behind was a remark to 
a friend that within a few days responses to 
some important letters might make it possible 
for the public to know something about who 
the members of the Cabinet would be. It 18 
inferred that positions will soon be tendered 
to those who are to be among the chosen but 
have not beer communicated with already.

for Secretary of the Treasury Gen. Harrison 
would gratify the whole country. In select- 
estern man Mr. Harrison would make 
no new departure. It would be no experi- 
ment. Mr. Schneider said that next to Sena- 
tor Sherman there was no man in the coun- 
try better fitted to control the Nation’s 
finances than the Iowa statesman. — 

r. W. C. D. Grannis, President of the 
Atias National Bank, saw no reason why Sen- 
ator Allison should not make an excellent 
Secretary of the Treasury. He was aware 
that Senator Farwell had great confidence in 
the Hawkeye statesman, and did not see why 
Gen. Harrison should goto Boston or New 
York for a man to fill the place when the best 
of materia! couid be found in the West.

Death of a Prominent Churchman, 

New Orveans, La., Jan. 28.—[Special. In 
the death of the Rev. Dr. Charles Goodrich 
last nignt this city has lost an historical 
character. He was born in New York in 
1814 and came to New Orleans six years later 
with his father, who established the jewelr 
tirm of Hvde & Goodrich. Heremained un 
he was 16 years old, when he entered college 
at Middlebury, Vt., and subsequently fitted 
himself for the Episcopal ministry. In 18365 
he returned to New Orleans and taught 
school for afew years. During this period 
he organized St. Faul's Church. In 1855 he 
erected the present brick edifice. He re- 
mained rector of the church until 1862, when 
he was removed from the pulpit by soldiers 
of Gen. B. F. Butler's command. He was 
banished to Fort Lafayette, N. Y., for omit- 
ting in his services the prayer for the Presi- 
dent of the United States. He returned in 
1866. In 1869 severe domestic affliction over- 
wheimed him and he resigned, spending 
some years in Europe. For six years atter 
his return he had charge of a church in Bal- 
timore, when he assumed charge of a church 
at Baton Rouge. While with this church he 
was prostrated by a stroke of paralysis, 
which necessitated his removal to New Or- 
leans. On recovering he was rector 
emeritus of St. Paul’s Church,

ALDRICH HAS TWO PRISONERS. 


He Did Not Book Them and Is Criticised 
for It. 

Capt. Charles Aldrich is at present the subject 
of much criticism concerning the arrest and im- 
prisonment of two young men, Michael and Will- 
iam Madden, aged 18 and 20 years, respectively, 
and the sole support of a widowed mother, who 
resides at No. 434 West Fifteenth street. It is 
said that they were locked up for four days with- 
out being brought before the Police Justice, and 
thatin violation of the statutes they were re- 
fused the right to communicate with friends and 
their names were not entered upon the station 
record. Mrs. Madden is said to have gone to the 
Desplaines Street Station when her sons were 
locked up, but failed to receive any satisfactory 
replies to her ae pe concerning them. Mrs. 
Madden employed Lawyer John Ryan to defend 
her boys. Mr. Ryan yesterday went to the sta- 
tion and announced his resolve to take out a writ 
of habeas corpus to release the prisoners. 

Capt. Aldrich then, itis alleged, ordered the 
boys to be taken into court. He wen asked that 
the cases be continued and his request was 
granted by the court, the boys being placed un- 
der $500 bonds. 

The case was stated briefly to Mayor Roche, 
the facts being mentioned that the boys were ar- 
rested and detained for several days without 
being booked or taken before a Justice or al- 
lowed to see an attorney. 8 

* That is not right, he said. I don't defend 
that kind of action. The police have no such 
pach The prisoners should be booked; that is, 

say so on the supposition that the facts are as 
you state them.“ 

Chief Hubbard said: “It depends upon cir- 
cumstances. There are times when itis utterly 
impossible to prefera proper charge against a 
man because we don’t know what may develop. 
For instance, you may be assaulted and you do 
not die, but are hurt. We would have to hold 
the assailant if there was any possibility of your 
dying within a day or two. There are a great 
many circumstances where we have to detain 
peopie for investigation to know if the charge 
was proper. We would not book a man without 
having reason to believe he was guilty. Investi- 
gation should be made as speedily as possible. 
All those cases should be regulated by circum- 
stances and persons. 

Capt. Aldrich said: In the first place the 
boys are well known offenders—that 1s, they have 
been arrested e and ain and sent to the 
bridewell. Their scheme to go out as ped- 
ders. I could not get the complaints and want- 
ed a continuance. 

“The boys went to the house wanting to sell 
something—I don’t know what it was, wood, or 
potatoes, or something. When they were going 
out they took a fifty-pound tub of butter.and one 
of them laid it on the wagon, which was driven 
by the other one. In another house they went in 
ona diing ‘fake’ and came there three or 
four times, and when they left the last time there 
was a pocketbook missing. I think one was ar- 
. Thursday and the other Friday or Satur- 

ay. I guess it is true that they were held for 
a few days without being booked. There have 
been a number of places beaten by petty steal- 
ing and the officers wanted time to go around 
and get people to identify the Maddens if they 
are the thieves. It was upon the description 


‘given by a numberof people who were roobed 


that they were picked up. Two ladies have been 
to the station and identified them. Why, the 
day Sergt. Hartnett’s mother died and everybody 
in the house wus at the funeral the people across 
the way saw one of the Madden boys go into the 
house. They went over there, but the boy got 
away before they got there. The boys were held 
at Lake Street Station for identification. Itisa 
common practice, and has been for years, to hold 
persons without booking them, where they were 
well known characters, known by the officers to 
be suspicious persons, and who are brought into 
the police court every two or three weeks.“ 


A CLAIM OF FRAUD IS MADE, 


Well Known Chicagoans Defendants in a 
Conspiracy Case. 

The conspiracy case against Algernon S. Os- 
good, Louis M. Kane, Charles Hazlett, and Jo- 
siah Caldwell was commenced in Judge Tuley's 
court yesterday morning. All the defendants 
excepting Caldwell were present and were repre- 
sented by several attorneys. The case is a some- 
what peculiar one, and the facts admitted by 
both sides are about as follows: 

In 1880 B. M. & A. F. Higgs had charge of the 
refrigerator line on the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road and were known as the American Refriger- 
ator — During the same year the Texas 
Continental Transportation Company was or- 
ganized by Chicago and New Orleans parties to 
succeed the American Refrigerator Company. 
An order was given and filied by the Terre Haute 
Car & Manufacturing Company for 282 cars, cost- 
ing $857,000. Of this amount all but $149,000 was 
paid in cash. was secured by a mortgage 
on the cars. 

The princi in ators of the new com- 
pany were Hazlett, good, and Kane, who all 
occupied official positions. A few years later the 
corporation was changed from [Illinois to Ken- 
tucky, as the laws of this State did not recognize 
a chattel like that given on the cars for a longer 
period than two years, while the laws of Ken- 
tucky placed no limit on the extent of such 
a mortgage. The transportation company was 
forced to pay an 2xorbitant rate of interest, and 
in 1887 owed, in addition to the original $149,000 
some $91,000. The officers claimed that at this 
time they had contracts with railroads which 
calied for at least 1,000 new cars, and, lacking 
the necessary funds to purchase these, arrange- 
ments were made with Josiah Caldwell, who was 
associated with Oakes Ames in railroad construc- 
tion and had 2 a National reputation 
from his success in building the Hudson River 


tunnel. 

Mr. Caldwell was consulted in the matter and 
it was arran to issue $252,000 worth of 
bonds secu by the property of the company, 
and on the ds of these bonds to pay off the 
indebtedness of the yo eg A and construct 300 
new cars. Caldwell too e $252,000 worth of 
bonds and went to London, where he placed 
them as collateral in the hands of the Equit@bie

TURNERS FOR THE EIGHT HOUR DAY. 


A German Society Decides to Agitate the 
Matter. 

The German Turners havea National organiza- 
tion called the North American Turnerbund. 
The platiorm of this organization is radical, and, 
while demanding the abolition of the United 
States Senate and the Presidency, contains the 
following: 

As measures for elevating the condition of 
the people and the amelioriation of social 
conditions we recommend: The abridgment of 
the hours of labor and introduction of a normal 
working day of eight hours for industrial pur- 
poses; sanitary protection by control of fac- 
tories, articles of food, and residences; statistical 
reports on the condition of labor in tne State; 
the prohibition of labor in factories of children 
under 14 years old.“ 

The Turnerbund is not so radical as it used to 
be. There is a strong conservative element in 
it. There is constant friction between the con- 
servatives and radicals, especially in Chicago, 
where feeling runs high. Shortly after the ver- 
dict in the Anarchist case the Turnverein 
Fortschritt requested the district board to sub- 
mit to the various societies of the Chicago dis- 
trict a protest against the execution. This 
aroused a fight that came near caus- 
ing a split in the organization, locally 
as well as natonally, resulting in the 
summary dismissal of the district board for ac- 
ceding to the request of tne Fortschritt. The 
matter was smoothed over. The friction con- 
tinued, and each side trying to outvote the other 
brought in so many new members that the num- 
ber of Turners in the district has increased 
about 30 per cent. 

Another of the radical societies, the Turn- 
verein Freiheit, has now taken action that bids 
fair to involve the Turners in a similar fight if 
the district board takes it up. At its last meet- 
ing the Freiheit adopted a preamble and resolu- 
tion of which the following is a translation: 

“The Federation of Labor, an organization rep- 
resenting a majority of the organized working 
people of America, is engaged in a fresh attempt 
to introduce the eight hour working day, While 
we do not hold to the illusion that such a step 
would do away with all the want and misery of 
the proletarians, it is, nevertheless, clear that 
much misery would be considerably relieved 
thereby. As may be seen from Sec. 5 of the 
platform of the N. A. T. B., the Turners, for the 
amelioration of social conditions, desire the 
same object. Every Turner has pledged himself 
by his word of honorto endeavor to carry out 
this platform. We aré now offered the best op- 
portunity of redeeming our pledge. 

Even the most inveterate defender of the 
present system must confess that the present 
condition is untenable, and that the continually 
increasing oppression of the proletariat demands 
reform in the condition of labor. 

It is, therefore, not only desirable, nay, itis a 
most urgent necessity, that the Turners in a body 
assist organized labor with advice and action in 
order that they may ina peaceable manner at- 
tain their object, the amelioration of the condi- 
tions of the iaboring people. Therefore, be it 

* Resolved, To enter a motion before the Ex- 
ecutive Board of the Chicago Turnbezirk that 
the board invite all the societies within the dis- 
trict by pointing out the respective section of 
the platform, to tate vigorously. and that it 
also induce the National Executive Board to 
cause an agitation by ali the'societies in the Na- 
tional organization to the end that an eight-hour 
working day be iutroduced.“ 


PROF, GARSIDE AIRS HIS THEORIES. 


His Utterances Received with Bursts of 
Applause—A Large Audience. 

Prof. T. H. Garside continues to juggle with 
anarchy and Socialism and to scoop in the 
crowd and the money. At Baer’s Hall last even- 
ing he tried to tell a crowd of 400 workmen, with 
a fair sprinkling of women, what the Future 
State of Society would be. He became strand- 
ed somewhere among the dry goods emporiums 
of State street, where he had metaphorically led 
his hearers. The professor was first inconsis- 
tent in his remarks, and then disjoint- 
ed. He said in one breath that he 
didn't want any favors from anybody, and in the 
next that he wanted the earth. He fumed and 
fretted, and steamed and stamped, until finally 
a noble-spirited acolyte handed hima glass of 
water in which the professor drowned himself. 
He said: “The press says we're free. Is law 
tree / went on the speaker, 1 challenge con- 
tradiction to the statement that there is not an 
inch of free land in thie country. Newspaper 
men are visionary. Perhaps that is to be expect- 
ed | they do so much work at night. This isjthe 
talk of capitalists whose object is to blind the 
eyes of 21888 who see and kill those talk.“ [Ap- 
plause. 

Machinery, according to Prof. Garside, had 
not lessened labor, it had merely made changes, 
so that women and children take the places 
men had formerly occupied. 

“Children in New York City work eighteen 
hours and earn 10 cents,“ went on the professor, 
at which there were hisses and cries of * Shame.“ 
* Women I know work twenty hours a day for 30 
cents,“ he added. Shame, “Shame,” came 
from all parts of the house. Will a crisis 
come! he went on. Les. By force? Ah! the 
thunderbolt that falls is not Made by the man 
whom it smites.”’ 8 

There was a wild burst of applause. When it 
had subsided the professor turned to the re- 
porters: 

“Will you put that down as violence and 
force!“ he asked, at which the cheering broke 
out anew. He closed by advising his hearers not 
to weep over the graves in Waldheim, but to be 
up and doing. 

Paul Grottkau made a few remarks, Miss De 
Cleyre delivered a declamation, and tne meeting 
adjourned.

Improvements in the Postal Service. 


A telegram from Washington received yester- 
day authorized Postmaster Newberry to increase 


his force so that eight experienced distributers 
could be put at once on the Chicago and Minne- 
apolis railway mail route. The second heaviest 
mail which comes into Chicago comes in over 
this line. Theanen will meet the fast mafl train 
at New Lisbon, Wis.. and when the train reaches 
this city at 7a. m. the entire mail. will be dis- 
tributed and ready for the 7:40 delivery. The 
next improvement which Postmaster Newberry 
and Superintendent Dudley have in contempia- 
tion is in connection with the local service. In 
New York, Philadelphia, and Boston there are 
deliveries in tne residence districts which start 
at the office as late as 5 p. m.. and a letter de- 
posited any time before t hour will be sent 
out in this last delivery. In this city, however, a 
letter deposited outside the central office even 
five minutes after 1 o'clock will not be delivered 
until the next morning. Gen. Newberry is now 
desirous of remedying this defect by establisha- 
ing alate delivery in the residence districts of 
Chicago like that already in operation in other 


large cities. 


Colored Highwaymen Identified and Held. 
Henry Myers and Edward Wilson, two colored 
men, were arraigned before Justice R. H. White 


at the armory yesterday morning charged with 
a number of highway robberies in which women 
were the victims. Saturday they were held to 
the Criminal Court by Justice Quinn of Hyde 
Park on the charge of robbing Mrs. H. L. Wait 
as she stepped from a suburban train one even- 
ing. Only two of the complainants ap- 
peared before Justice White to. prose- 
cute.

“GENTLEMEN” STILL TALK| 


PROGRESS MADE, BUT THE AGREE- 
| MENT FAR FROM COMPLETE, 


Concessions Made to the Dissatisfied and 
the Question of Territory Settled—A 
_Railroad Man's Opinion of the Situa- 
tion—He Says Nothing Can Avert the 
Impending Crisis—The Magnates May 
Be Here All This Week—What Re- 
mains to Be Done. 


When the railroad Presidents’ meeting ad- 
journed Saturday evening it was thought that 
nothing remained to be done to make the agree- 
ment between gentlemen” effective than to es- 
tablish the territory to be covered by the new 
association and to elect a Permanent Chair- 
man. This work, it was believed, could 
easily be completed at yesterday's meeting. But 
questions that need better definition and fresh 
amendments are constantly springing up and 
there is no teiling when the meeting will get 
through with its work. Some of the “ gentle- 
men” think it will require all of this week to 
reach @ satisfactory agreement. It is now 
certain that by the time the meeting finally 
adjourns there will be nothing left of the 
original agreement except those provisions that 
correspond to the provisions of the agreements 
of the subordinate organization, as they have 
been in effect for years past. One of the 
“gentlemen” said yesterday that by the time 
the new agreement was perfectea it would 
contain nothing but a few “ articles 
of faith“ and the future mainte- 
nance of rates would be altogether dependent 
upon the faith of the gentlemen with each 
other. In his opinion they will break faith in 
less than a month, and the same practices which 
have made railroad methods a stench in the 
nostrils of the people will again be resorted to. 

THE IMPENDING CRISIS. 

“There is no railroad agreement the railroads 
can adopt,“ he said, “that will create a better 
condition in railroad affairs. The fact is, 
there are more railroads than there is 
business. The reckless railroad construction 
during the last few years is entirely responsible 
for the present troubles. If rates were put up 
to the highest possible limit some of the. roads 
could not possibly earn enough to make both 
ends meet, while other roads would pile up great 
wealth. Nothing can be done to avert the 
impendigg crisis. The overstocked, weak lines 
that were built for the money there was in the 
construction, or to levy blackmail n already 
existing lines, will have to be brought under the 
control of their stronger and more legitimate 
competitors, while the overcapitalized con- 
cerns will nave to be reorganized on a 
sound basis, with no more capital than the 
property is actually worth, upon which they can

DENNIS 3 HANKS’ STORY OF LINCOLN. 
The interview between Nora Marks and 
Dennis Hanks which appeared in tne last 
issue of Tun Trisune is one of the most 
notable contributions which have yet been 
made to thé literature of Abraham Lincoin’s 
early life, Tbe environments of this inter- 
view are not less remarkable than its .subject 
matter. Lincoln died in 1865, being then in 
his 56th year. Had belived until now he 
would have been in his 80th. His cousin, 
Dennis Hanks, now in his 90th, is the only 
living person who can speak of him 
from actual acquaintance in his childish 
days. That acquaintance began at an early 
period, for Lincoln was but 24 hours old 
when Dennis,alad of 10, heid him in his 
arms “like a red cherry pulp squeezed dry.“ 


— 


5 As might be expected, the recoliections of 


the old man pertain to the period of boyhood. 
He had littie to say of the later experiences, 
except on the memorable occasion when 
he went to Washington during the war to see 
him. Dennis in his second childhood re- 
verts to the first childhood, whose early im- 
pressions are always the ones that cling 
most tenaciously to the human memory, and 
though the story-teller is in his dotage, his 
life feebly ebbing and flowing, memory as- 


serting itself and then losing itself, like the 


flicker of an expiring flame, how clearly and 
unerringly } photographs those early 
days! „ 

Dennis Hanks was the playmate and com- 
panion of Lincoln, though ten years his 
senior. He was his first schoolmaster and 
taught him his letters, also to write with 
home-made ink and buzzard quills. For a 
longtime he was his confidant and adviser. 
He procured him his, first book, after he 
had mastered Webster's Spelling Book. It 
was that first book of chiidhood tne world 
over, “The Arabian Nights,“ but meanwhile 
the bent of the culid’s talent was shown in 
the first book which he procured for himself, 
acopy of the revised statutes of Indiana. 
And what acharming though homely picture 
the old man draws of “the ganglingest, 
awkwardest boy that ever stepped over rail 
fences,” covering the fence rails and his 
mother’s puncheon floor with his efforts to 
achieve chirography or stretched out in all 
his ungainly length upon the kitchen floor, 
a veritable Lob-lie-by-the-fire, with his head 
between his hands, the book on the floor; 
chuckling to himself at the strange stories 
in the Arabian Nights,” or reading them to 
Dennis and his stepmother, or again study- 
ing far into the night over the revised stat- 
utes. | 

The really valuable portion of Dennis’ in- 
_terview covers the period up to the time of 
Lincoln’s going away from home. The 
future of the man is foreshadowed 
in these homely recollections. His in- 
-gatiate thirst for knowledge, his craving 
for books and the sacrifices he made to ob- 
tain them, his tenacious memory, his close 
interrogations of strangers, his disputations 
with the preachers, bis strong sense of jus- 
tice, the utter absence of meanness in his 
disposition, his wonderful tact, and the ex- 
traordmary combination of strength and 
gentleness in his composition which distin- 
guished him above all his contemporaries 
were the first rays in that homely old cabin 
in the woods of the ultimate glory that was 
to illuminate the great emancipator. Scarce- 
ly an element of his character escaped the 
recollection of Dennis, for underneath that 
rough exterior be does not forget there 
lurked a strong feeling of natural devout- 
ness, a love of music, a strong attachment to 
poetry, and those sad presentiments and 
lurking superstitions which belonged to his 
naturally melancholy nature to which Den- 
nis Hanks’ daughter alludes: 


Grandmother Lincoln, that's Abe's stepmother, 
thought a heap of Abe. hen he was elected 
President he came over here to say good-b 
fore going to Washington, and kiss bins 
and cried and said: Abraham, I 4 vou will 
never come back-— something says they II kill 
ou.” He said, king o sad liks. Mammy, don't 
uneasy; I'll come back all right,. out Mary 
says that Abe thought himself he never would; 
and then you know he really saw his shadow in 
the looking-glass before he was shot. 


Those who were well acquainted with Mr. 
Lincoln know that dreams, visions, and ap- 
paritions had a strong effect upon him, 
and will recall the dream of the ship which 
he related to Mr. Seward the day of his as- 
sassination, and which he said he always 
had when anything momentous was about 
It is a graphic story this of the

Lincoln will be complete without this narra- 
tive of the old man who taught the dwkward 
boy to write that name which was destined 
to give freedom to miilions of slaves.

DIFFERENCE BETWEEN SOCIALISM AND 
ANARCHISM. 

There was a jolly time at Waverly Hall 
Sunday night. There was a large audience 
which was filled with great longing to know 
the difference between Anarchism and So- 
cialism. Several speakers strove to enlight- 
| en the crowd, but their hearers seemed to be 
more befogged when they ended than they 
were when the speakers began. One of 
these orators was Tommy Morgan, whom 
every Socialist knows, The other was Gar- 
side, the pleasure of, whose acquaintance we 
have only recently enjoyed. What land pro- 
duced him or whence he came to this city 1s 
not known. Itappe from his statements 
that he has suffered in tune cause.“ He has 
been a sort of a Socialist St. Paul, as he de- 
scribes himself. The apostie told the Corin- 
thians how he had suffered in stripes, in 
“imprisonments, in tumuits, in labors, in 
“ watchings, in fastings.”” Garside, accord- 
ing to his own account, has been eight times 
arrested, has spent two vears and ten months 
behind the bars, and has twice run away 
from his family. He has also doubtless been 
in rows, or tumults, as the apostle called 
them. So, like Paul, he has known stripes, 
imprisonments, and tumults. The labors and 
the fastings are probably unknown to him. 
The one suffered in the cause of Christ and 
the other of anarchy. — 

What neither Morgan nor Garside was 
able to do to the satisfaction of a curious au- 
dience Tun Trisuns will giadly do for them. 
It dislikes to see a large number of people so 
utterly in the dark. Socislism and anarchy 
are as one in their detestation of existing 
forms of government, industrial society, and 
property rights. They are essentially agreed 
as to what they would do if society were re 
constructed, but they differ at present in 
their methods for getting the New Jerusa- 
lem of their fantasticdreams established. 

The discipies of both schools of Socialism 
want a world where the “State” shallown 
everything and the individual shall own 
nothing in the shape of property or personal 
liberty and individual independence. They 
both want a state where a man shall have no 
more than his fellows, no matter how 
much he earns or does, nor get more 
by gift or inheritance—a state modeled on 
the old Peruvian system, where each man 
was assigned so much State land to work for 
the benefit of the community or at some 
trade to follow with the same object in view. 
They want a system modeled on the modern 
fashion of running penitentiaries and poor- 
houses. They want a “State” without mar- 
riage, without religion, and without laws, 
where every criminal case when it comes 
up will be settled in Socialist town meeting 
and the culprit punished by a sort of] ynch 
law method. Money will be abolished and 
we will go back to the barter system of 
thirty centuries ago, in the infancy. of the 
human race, or of savage countries now. The 
lands will be tilled by ordering men to work 
them, and factories will be run, but the 
surplus produce, if there is any, which may 
weil be doubted under a system where a 
premium is placed on sloth and no incentive 
for labor in the way of reward, will be owned 
and stored by the “State” (which means 
certain bogs officeholders), as Pharaoh stored 
the surplus crops of Egypt, and then fed out 
to the convicts, or “emancipated wage- 
slaves as they would be called. 

How is this charming condition of things to 
be brought about? How are personal liberty 
and individual property to be destroyed, and 
how are the wings of individual enterprise 
to be clipped? The Socialists say: Let us 
“wait and work and the good time will 
“come. Let us use the ballot, the news- 
“ paper, the lecture platform, and all other 
“conceivable persuasive agencies till there 
“are so many of us that we can with safety 
“putdown the monopolists, the capitalists, 
“and the whole accursed brood of oppress- 
“ors. We will not use brute force yet 
“‘gwhile, as that would be unsafe for us. 
“We will speak when in public. against 
force, for it might lead to disagreeable com- 
“plications—the galiows or the peniten- 
“tiary.” That is Socialism. 

The Anarchists advocate the same scheme 
of society, but say: We cannot wait; your 
“plan takes too long. We want to enter the 
“promised land soon—right now. We are 
“not satisfied with merely viewing it from 
Mount Pisgah and believing that our chil- 
„dren wiil dwell there. So let us take dyna- 
“ mite and other deadly inventions of modern 
“civilization and hurry up the good day. 
“We are few. but our bombs will make us 
“many. Let us use force, and take the con- 
“sequences. Let us frighten tne capitalistic 
** class into surrendering their property to the 
10 State.“ 

These are the roads the two parties pur- 
sue to a common goal. Any man who is in 
doubt as to the camp in which he properly 
belongs, and whether he should follow the 
red nag of the Anarchists or the less ruddy 
one of the Socialists, need only read what is 
here stated to find out his status. An An- 
archist has the courage of his convictions. A 
Socialist bas not—as vet. 


THE TRIUMPH. OF BOULANGER. 
Gen. Boulanger (in English Gen. Baker) 


has scored another success, the greatest and 
most significant of his career, though 
achieved in a by-election which was. neces- 
sary to fill a vacancy created by the death of 
M. Hude in the Department of the Seine. 
The total vote was 244,070 for Boulanger, 
162,520 for Jacques, the Government’s candi- 
date, 16,760 for Boule, the Communist, and 
10,358 for all others, thus giving Boulanger a 
plurality of 81,550 over the Gevernment. As 
in the former elections the Republican candi- 
dates received about 300,000 votes and the 
anti-Republicans 100,000, the result can 
hardly be accepted otherwise than as a radi- 
cai change in popular sentiment in Paris. It 
also shows that he has carried the minorities 
‘with him and made a serious breach in the 


Republican majority. He is justified in 
claiming that it is tantamount to a plebiscite 


in his favor, and his friends are equally 
justified ia claiming that a general eiection 
must be held at once and that it will result 
- in a general favorable verdict from the coun- 
try. 


It is too early to anticipate all that is going

tent than now and the result shows that the 
majority of its want some other form 
of nationat control. They have decided for 
aman who has always been a champion of 
war.and who is regarded as not averse to 
war with Germany. He has championed the 
desperate Panama Canal scheme, which, 
if he has his way, may provoke an 
additional trouble with this country. A shal- 
low, impulsive, dangerous adventurer has 
dome to the front and his foot is on the 
threshold of the Presidential office. From 
that to a dictatorship the step is an easy one, 
and Boulanger’s dictatorship would be a 
régime of force. Whether such will be the 
result must now depend upon the general 
election. Some kind of reconstruction is in- 
evitable, for it is scarcely possible that the 
present weak Ministry can withstand such a 
hard shock. The Republic is in dangerous 
waters, with a weak hand at the helm. Its 
adversary is the champion of militarism and 
the foe of parliamentary government. If he 
has France with him,as he has Paris, the 
future must be full of trouble for the French 
people. 


THE CAPACITY OF THE SOUTH BRANCH. 

The numskull print is trying to force 
the reluctant South Branch to pour into the 
big 50 million ditch which it wants con- 
structed to Joliet 360,000 cubic feet of water 
aminute. It saysthe tortuous stream can 
doit with ease ifit hada current ofa mile 
and a third an hour, which is about all that 
can be given with safety to navigation, and 
if it were given a depth of sixteen feet, be- 
cause the average width of the branch is 
190 feet.“ Now, admitting that such is the 
average width, though it is not, there are 
many points, especially where there are 
bridges, where the stream is much narrower, 
and where the velocity of the current would 
have to go far above the danger line to get 
the discharge floweof 360,000 feet. There- 
fore, to have safe navigation there must be 
a uniform, not an dverage, width of 190 feet. 
What will have to be done to secure that! 
The following figures, giving the width of the 
South Branch from dock line to dock line at 
the following bridge streets, will show: 
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Eighteenth Se 
Twenty-second. 


But to get at the. water space at each of 
these points there must be deducted for one 
of the new double bridges, like that at Lake 
street, sixty feet for centre pier and abut- 
ments. The smaller bridges take less, but 
we shall have few of them ieft in a short 
time; so fifty feet may be taken as the aver- 
age. Then the water space dimensions would 
be those given in the first column, that at 
Jackson street differing from the others be- 
cause the bridge is swung from the shore. 
The second column gives the number of feet 
that must be condemned to get the needed 
water width of 190 feet: 
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Twenty-second... 


Thus it —— chat at each of these bridges 
from 30 to 100 feet of costly land would have 
to be condemned and paid for to give the 
necessary width. The present bridges would 
generally have to be taken down and re- 
placed by new ones, and the viaducts would 
often have to be remodeled. An intelligent 
real estate agent can give some idea of how 
many millions the purchase of this land wouid 
cost. Nor 1s this all the buying that would 
have to be done. A little north of Twelfth 
street the South Branch is but 150 feet wide; 
a little south of Eighteenth but 110 feet wide. 
So it will be seen that the task of widening 
the branch so that it may deliver 360,000 
cubic feet a minute—160,000 wholly unneces- 
sary—with a current of a mile and a third an 
hour, is not something to be . on with 
a light heart, and only a fool’s head would 
do it. 


THE CANADIAN ANNEXATION QUESTION. 

The Montreal Herald, in reply to Tue TrIB- 
UNE, returns to the question of annexation 
and reargues the points of opposition, but 
rather weakly. Taking these points in or- 
der, the Herald says, first, that Tuns Trisung 
confounds the Canadian gross debt with its 
net debt, overlooking the fact that interest- 
bearing assets, to sgme extent equivalent to 
American cash in the Treasury, reduce the 
gross debt from $55 to $45 net per inhabitant.” 
We greatly fear that the Canadian equivalent 
to our cash in the Treasury, when it came to 
a question of paying the debt, would not ma- 
terialize anything like 10 per cent. If we 
were to assume the debt, as a consequence of 
annexation, we would have to pay not a 
penny under $55 per capita—in fact, the 
whole $300,000,000. In contrast with this, the 
United States has an interest-bearing debt 
of only $947,000,000. In other words, it is 
only about three times as large as Canada’s, 
with twelve times the population and ability 
to pay and a hundred millons of surplus 
pouring in, while they are running rapidiy 
into further debt.

which we admit, but it is only the difference | 


between 47 and 33, with a prospect of the 
former being reduced and a certainty of the 
latter being increased, while our hst of free 
goods is as large as theirs and will be made 
correspondingly larger by eitner of the tariff 
bills beforg Congress. The difference in 
rates is of small consequence as compared 
with the disadvantages of Canada in the 
trade of the United States, which is half 
their total trade, and the best half, and the 
fact that they are paying both tariffs.

THE FRENCH MINISTRY WILL AWAIT 
THE TURN OF EVENTS,

M. Floquet and His ‘Colleagues Call on 
| President Carnot and Tender Their 
Resignations, but the Latter Per- 
suades Them to Kemain in Office—Gen. 
Boulanger States His Position—How 
the Election of the Doughty General 

Is Regarded in Germany.

_ Paris, Jan. 28.—As soon us the results of 
Sunday’s election were known the Ministers 
held an informal meeting at the Ministry of 
the Interior, at which it was decided that 
they should tender their resignations to 
President Carnot. From the Ministry tne 
members of the Cabinet proceeded to the 
Elysées, where the council was held, at 
which M. Floquet, in his own name and in 
those of his colleagues, informed M. Carnot 
that they were ready to resign if he thought 
such @ course necessary. The President 
rephed that he could not accept the 
resignauon of the Cabinet. Remember,” 
said he, the words of M. Thiers, all things 
must be accepted seriously, but nothing 
tragically.’ After all it was the Republic 
that was acclaiméd yesterday by the electors 
of the Seine. Gen. Boulanger, like M. 
Jacques, has pronounced in favor-of the re- 
publican form of government. The Repub- 
lic is not affected by the defeat of M. 
Jacques, and it is the imperative duty of the 

Cabinet to remain at its post.“ 

After some further discussion the Minis- 
ters consented to remain in office, and an ad- 
journment of the council followed. A note 
was communicated to the President of the 
chamber, saying: The Ministers have

day, of incidents which may occur in the 
chamber, and measures which ought to be 
taken in order to prepare for an eventuality. 
The Cabinet will not retire. It holds itself 
at the disposal of the chamber for any ques- 
tions or interpellations that may be ad- 
dressed to it. 
ANXIOUS CROWDS WAITING. 

The environs of the Chamber presented 
an animated appearance as the hour for the 
session approached. The Piace de la Con- 
corde, the terraces of the Tuileries, and the 
quay were crowded by thousandsof loungers 
waiting in hopes of Witnessing Gen. Bou- 
langer make his triumphant entrance into 
the Palais Bourbon, The Government evi- 
dently feared some demonstration on the 
part of the populace to invade the Chamber. 
‘Troops were kept under arms at ali the bar- 
racks and the Palais de l’Industrie was filled 
with squadrons of cavairy. Inside the Palais 
Bourbon there was much excited conversa- 
tion among the groups of Deputies that stood 
in the Salle de la Paix waiting for the open- 
ing of the session; but the proceedings, 
when they commenced, were of the tamest 
character. All questions likely to lead to 
violent scenes were by common consent post- 
poned until Tuesday, and at a quarter to 5 
the Chamber adjourned. 

A POLICY OF INACTION. 

The officers of the three Republican groups 
held an informal meeting in order to consider 
the political situation, and after a long dis- 
cussion came to the conclusion that inaction 
was the best policy for the present. The Union 
des Droites and the Droite Royalists also 
held a council of war and decided on a policy 
of masterly inactivity. Late inthe day it

BOULANGER TALKS. 

Gen. Boulanger was interviewed today by 
a reporter, to whom he expressed himself as 
follows: | 

We have now to look not behind but be- 
fore us. The characteristic feature of our 
policy must be good order and pacification. 
The magnificent and peaceful manifestation 
of Paris calmness that marked this great ex- 
pression of universal suffrage, the perfect 
good order that followed this great act, 
proves that our friends condemn disorder as 
much as they have despised insults and 
cailumnies. France is hungry for peace 
and anxious for work. By seeking our in- 
spirations in her desires we will hasten the 
peaceful realization of our program and at 
last issue from a period of uncertainty and 
enervatuon in which commerce languisbes 
and national industry is dying. Agriculture 
is too often sacrificed to foreign interests. 
We must rise above ali personal questions, 
above tie hatreds of party, and the compe- 
timons of coteries and have a nobier, more 
elevated ideal of the material and moral re- 
generation of the country. Yesterday’s mani- 
festation is a decisive stepin our onward 
march. Paris has acclaimed our program, 
and it is for us to pursue its accoaiplishment. 
The exposition of 1889, that great manifesta- 
tion of our National genius, must not be 
troubleg by general elections, which, accord- 
ing to the Constitution, are to be heid Oct. 30 
at the latest. Itis better to have done witn 
them at once. We ought toshow the foreign 
nations who are coming to visit us a consti- 
tution that isin harmony with our needs and 
a government which emanates from the peo- 
ple, instead of being @ bastard régime in 
which ail the institutions are those of mon- 
archy and which has nothing republican 
about it except its name.” 

THE COALITION OF EVIL FORCES.

BOULANGER WILL BE THERE. 
He Announces His Intention to Attend the 
Session of Thursday. 

Paris, Jan. 28.—Gen. Boulanger has an- 
nounced his intention to attend the session 
of the Chamber of Deputies Thursday. 

Tne Chamber today passed a credit of 42,- 
000,000 francs to be expended in improving 
the military ports. Premier Floquet pro- 
poses to introduce in Parliament Thursday 
next an an anti-piébiscite measure and a bill 
to reéstablish the scrutin d’arrondissement 
system. The bureaux of the Left desire the 
introduction of both measures tomorrow in 
order to block M. Jouvencal’s proposed inter- 
pellation. | 

HE HAS NO NEED TO CONSPIRE. 

The Temps does not attempt to ignore the 
importance of Gen. Boulatiger’s triumph, but 
at the same time it strenuously rejects the 
idea of the adoption of exceptional measures 
by the Goverament or of rebelling against 
the popular verdict. Gen. Boulanger, it says, 
will not try to conspire against the republic, 
simply because he has no need to do 
80. The eléctors, it believes, voted 
chiefly, not against the republic, but 
against an incapable and incompetent Cham- 
ber of Deputies. It says that the system of 
election known as scrutin d'arrondissemeut 
ought to be immediately reéstablished, the 
budget for 1889 adopted, and Parliament ad- 
journed until October, when a general elec- 
tion will be held. In the meantime, it says, 
the country should occupy itself solely in en- 
deavoring to promote the success of the ex- 
hibition. 

The same paper announces that M. Floquet, 
if he remains in power, will introduce a bill 
to prevent piébiscitary intrigues. 

The groups of the Right and the Boulang- 
ists have decided to take no initiative, but to 
await the action of the majority. 

A MENACE TO THE REPUBLIC. 

In Government-circles it is considered that 
the elecuon of Gen. Boulunger menaces tbe 
Republic, 90,000 Conservatives and 150,000 
Republicans having voted for him. One Min- 
ister, in speaking of the situation, quoted the 
words of M. Thiers: *“* We should take every- 
thing seriously; nothing tragically.” 

Three per cent rentes for the account were 
quoted at 2 o’clock this afternoon at 82 francs 
95 centimes, a decline of but 5 centimes from 
Saturday’s closing quotations. The price to- 
day at the close of the bourse was 82 francs 
75 centimes. 

Gen. Boulanger did not appear in the 
Chamber. The crowd outside the Chamber 
increased as the afternoon wore on and be- 
came somewhat excited. A large number of 
policemen are in readiness to suppress any 
disorders that may arise. M. Floquet, the 
Prime Minister, was present in the Chamber. 
His appearance was careworn. 

The Republican journals of this city, while 
admitting that the election of Gen. Koulanger 
is a serious reverse, declare that it is not 
sufficient to discourage the party, which 
must unite more closely against threatened 
Ceesarism. 

The Monarchist papers assert that the re- 
sult of the election is a condemnation of the 
Parliamentary Republic and presages its 
downfall. The Boulangist organs emphatic- 
ally declare that the election is a blow to the 
Government.

BOULANGER MEANS AGGRESSION, 


The Election of the General Thought to 
Augur Ill for the Peace of Europe, 
[New York Tribune Gabis. 

Paris, Jan. 27.—Gen. Boulanger is elected 
Deputy to fill the vacancy in the Department 
of the Seine bya plurality of 81,550 votes. 
His majority over all candidates is 54,432 out 
of a total vote of 433,708. This surprising ad- 
venturer triumphs by what his own friends 
think a surprising majority. Republican 
Paris pronounces against the Republic. She 
has broken faith with the Government which 
she set up. She turns her face to anew 
idol She embarks on the treacher- 
ous sea of adventure, which promises 
nothing but disaster to the cause 
of free, stable, and ordered government. 
She nas been an argument for democracy: 
she prefers today to point the moral which 
every monarchist draws against the rule of 
the people. The soberest of French journals 
said this afternoon: ‘*Gen. Boulanger’s 
success would be an appalling humiliation 
for France.“ Beyond doubt it alienates many 
European sympathies, to say nothing of 
American. Boulanger to Europe means ag- 
gression, revenge, a policy of rash enter- 
prise. This is merely probable, for he is not 
yet ruler of France. But Paris has done 
what she can to help him toward dictator- 
ship. It the republic was strong, if strong 
men governed it, if the Republican party 
were united, Geh. Boulanger could do little. 
It is not yet clear how even against weak 
men this weak man can prevail, but events 
move rapidly in France. There is no coun- 
try of which it is so true that nothing suc- 
ceeds like success. 

' THE COMMUNE AGAIN, 

Paris swarms with men of disorder. They 
want nothing but a pretext and a leader. 
The republicanism of the majority has de- 
generated into anarchy. The Commune lifts 
its serpent head again. Anarchy flies its red 
flag. If the President and the Ministry falter 
with the new peril anything may happen. 
If they keep their head and keep order for 
the next few days, Gen. Boulanger’s victory 
may come to little. 

But republicanism in the rest of Europe, 
as well as in France, is the first sufferer by 
Gen. Boulanger’s victory. Nor does it help 
matters that Gen. Boulanger wins by coali- 
tion between Heactionaries and Reds. No- 
body knows which side is to be sold out; 
perhaps both, should Gen. Boulanger ulti- 
mately prove strong enough to play his own 
game, 7 G. W. 8.

Free Education for the English Masses 
Agitated. 

Lonvon, Jan. 2%.—The speech from the 
throne at the opening of Parliament is ex- 
pected to refer to present reforms in English 
methods of education, chiefly in the direc- 
tion of free schools for the masses. The 
radical Unionists have made a strong 
appeal to the Government to establish 
free education throughout the country. 
Mr. Chamberiain, speaking at Birmingham, 
outlined a rather elaborate scheme, by which 
the board schools should become free, while 
the denominational schools should remain on 
the present footing. This planinvolves the 
sacrifice of £2,000,000 yearly by the national 
treasury. Mr. Goschen therefore de- 
sires to postpone any change in the 
existing system of education, because he is 
already obliged to ask Parliament for £10,- 
000,000 to strengthen the navy. Mr. Cham- 
berlain has, however, the support of the 
Cabinet as a whole, the Ministers who favor 
this project including Lord Salisbury. The 
Tories are generally opposed to the free 
schools; but as the present scheme is 
coupled with a proposal for an in- 
creased subsidy for the denominational 
schools their opposition is sure to 
be feebie, and Mr. Chamberlain’s plan, if 
pushed, is pretty sure of some immediate 
success.

- New York, Jan. 28. — [Special.] — The 
‘Judges of the Supreme Court today handed 
down their decision upon the appeal of 
Charies Arbuckie, the rich coffee broker of 
“Baby Bunting” fame, from the verdict of 
$45,000 obtained against him by his once pet, 
“Bunnie” Clara Campbell, for breach of 
promise of marriage. Judge Macomber, who 
wrote the opinion of the court, says that the 
breach of promise was satisfactorily proved. 
The jury would have been justified in giving 
exemplary damages, though they evidently 
only gave actual damages, based upon rather

Redeemed. 

Wasuinerox, D. C., Jan. %.—[New 
York Herald. ] — Ihe semi-official statement 
in the Herald this morning that both Messrs. 
Blame and Allison would be given Cabinet 
portfolios was the subject of general discus- 
sion about the Capitol today. It served also 
to furnish a satisfactory explanation of the

It now appears that they based tucse dec- 
larations upon the fact that almost immedi- 
ateiy after fie nomination Gen. Harrison ad- 
dressed a letter to Mr. Blaine, who, it will be 
romembered, was still abroad. ‘The letter 
Was not a long one, but its tone was exceed- 
ingly cordial. Mr. Blaine has resolutely re- 
fused to show it even to his closest friends; 
but its contents have in one way and another 
leaked out, 

Gen. Harrison in this communication 
Arankly acknowledges that he is indebted for 
is nomination to Mr. Blaine and Mr. Blaine's 

riends. It also contains an urgent request 
for Mr. Blaine to return to America and en- 
ter the canvass, the writer believing that 
Biaine’s presence would have a potent infiu- 
ence in determining the result. 

This letter, Mr. Blaine's friends say, com- 
mitted Gen. Harrison in advance to the 
Maine statesman. It is taken tor granted to- 
night by those friends that the matter- is 
practically settled, as the Herald stated this 
morning. — 

Senator Allison left for Indianapolis this 
morning. He is said to have gone at the re- 
quest of Gen. Harrison. There is no doubt 

in well informed circles that while there he 
will accept the Treasury portfolio. He will 
also lay before Gen. Harrison all the details 
of the Samoan troubies, and on his return to 
Washington Tpesday next will be able to in- 
form his Senatorial colleagues of tue attitude 
which the President-elect desires them to as- 
sume in the matter. 


Halstead Corroborates It.

GARBAGE WAGONS SCARCE | 
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LAKE VIEW’S REFUSE MATTER LEFT 
DECAYING IN THE ALLEYs. 


Citizens Utter Loud Complaints Against 
the Unclean Condition of the Town— 
Householders Will Move to Ciego 
Unless the Place Is Annexed—A DPan- 
gerous Leak in the Water Supply Pipe 
-r. De Wolf's Opinion onthe Prev- 
alence of Typhoid. ; 


“Why, I have never seen a garbage cart in 
the town,” said C. L. Brown, who lives at 
No. 1855 Frederick street, Lake View. 

“ The filth of the town, in my judgment, is 
the cause of the prevailing epidemic of ty- 
phoid-fever. The water is bad enough. But 
the condition of the streets and alleys is 
worse. I have seen dead minnows ia the 
water, but I can avoid them and its other 
refuse by using the water from the artesian 
well in Lincoln Park. I can’t avoid the 
dumps of garbage, however. They are rot- 
‘ting ali around me this mild weather. The 
alley between Fullerton avenue and Fred- 
erick street, from near Clark to Larrabee, is 
one continuous garbage heap.”’ 

s it never cleaned?” 

Never. None of us have garbage boxes 
because no scavenger wagon ever comes our 
way. Weare forced to leave all the refuse 
from our houses under our noses. Yester- 
day we kilied a chicken. The entrails had to 
be pitched into the alley to putrefy. I hated 
to see it done, but there was no other place 
for them.“ : 

What will you do in warm weather?’ 

“Imagine the sanitary condition of the 
town chen. I[ shall be compelled to move into 
the city May 1.” 8 

Is there much illness in your neighbor- 
hood!“ 

“ Hardly a house has escaped. Across the 
street two young men died of typhoid-fever. 
Two more of the family are down. A num- 
ber of other deaths have occurred along 
Frederick street. In the flat under me two 
girls pamed Healy are extremely low with 
the fever. My children have just recovered 
from measles only to be visited by bad sore 
throats. My daughter says that half the 
teachersof the Wrightwood Avenue School 
are unable to attend on account of sickness. 
O, it's awful!” 

* Do you use the Lake View water at all!“ 

I wouldn’t allow a potato with the skin 
on to be cooked in it!“ N 

Other citizens of Lake View were equally 
outspoken about the condition of the streets 


and alleys. 
ALL OF ONE MIND. 

“No, I have never seen a garbage cart,” 
said Howard L Goldy. “Come to think of 
it, I have never seen an ash cart either. We 
dump all our stuffinto the alley back of our 
barn. It stays taere summer and winter.” 

How about the water!“ 

“Never use it. I haven't used it since 1 
learned a certain fact about the works. It 

-isn’t generally known. Two years ago the 
company ran an inlet pipe over 2,000 feet out 
into the lake o reach fresh water. A storm 
broke the pive close in. The result was a 
bad leak, which has never been 1 ro- 
paired. That leak is less than 2,000 feet from 
the outlet sewer of the Marine Hospital, and 
in just the situation to suck in its filth.” | 

** What are you going to do?” 

“Uniess annexation carries, so that we can 
be given metropolitan service, I'm going to 
rent my house and move into Chicago. Four 
7 — ago I bought 180 feet of ground where 

live, spent $9,000 in improving it, and set- 
tled dowa, as 1 hoped, in a permanent home. 
But I can’t stand these epidemics.“ 

POLLUTED WATER. 

Joseph Binks, a practical engineer who 
lives on Diversey street near Clark, cor- 
roborated Mr. Goldy’s statement in regard to 
the break in the iniet pipe of the water- 
works. 

Not only the Marine Hospital sewer,” he 
said, but also the sewers from the limits 
car barns, Diversey street, and Graceland 
avenue empty into the lake dangerously near 
the inlet pipe of the water-works. My wife 
buys water for our house from men who ped- 
die the park well water. Whatdo you think 
of that! We pay water rent and yet have to 
buy our water. There must be some general 
cause for the epidemic of typhoid-fever. It 
is not confined to Gross Point, but extends 
along the entire lake front.“ 

Mr. Binks stated that a garbage cart made 
him an occasional visit. 

DR. DE WoLFS IDEA. 

Notwithstanding that there is an epidemic 
of typhoid-fever north of Fullerton avenue 
in Lake View there has been no outbreak of 
tre disease along the nor mern boundary of 
Chicago, nor in any other partof the city. 
Mayor Boidenweck deties any one to prove 
that the epidemic comes from the water 
supply or the condibon of the streets. Health 
8 De Wolf, however, thinks that 
it does. 

Jam uncertain as to the causes that pro- 
duce the fever in Lake View, whose. citizens 
are practically under the same conditions 
that we are.“ he said yesterday; “and yet 
the citizens of Fullerton avenue, socially, in 
business occupation, food supply, atmos- 
pheric condition, are ali precisely the same 
save in two important respects—water sup- 
ply and condition of the soil. One of these 
must, in the nature of things, account for 
the epidemicin that neighborhood. Which 
it is lam unable to say, but I should caution 
ali citizens of Lake View to boil the water.” 

Is there no way by which an examina- 
tion of the water could settle this ques- 
ton!“ 

„MWater perfectly pure from the standpoint 
of the chemist may yet be polluted with the 
typhoid germ. Neither is it possible for the 
microscopist to say with certainty whether 
the water is polluted or not with this germ, 
because science has not yet demonstrated 
what this germ is, though it is known to 
exist.“ 

“There is no way, then, of ascertaining 
just what is the cause!“ 

O, ves; although science does not demon- 
strate to a certainty the character of this 
germ, yet if people drinking a water polluted 
with typhoid dejections suffer from typhoid- 
fever it is perfectly logical to say they re- 
ceived the infecuon from the water. The 
little mining village of Bethlehem, Pa., was 
sorely afflicted four years ago with typhoid- 


fever. More than 1,200 cases ap there. 
It was shown that a young man was 
brought there from a neighboring State 
suffering with typboid-fever. His home 


where he lay sick was near the reservoir fur- 
nishing the water to Bethiehem. Refuse 
matter from his room was thrown onto the 
snow, between the house and the reservoir and 
when the snow melted it found its way di- 
rectiy into the source of the public water 
supply of the village. It may be true in Lake 
View that the great upturning of soil, which 
in some way may have become saturated With 
typhoid poison, will explain the epidemic 
form of the disease there.”

Brown 
was swept along with the tremendous tide 
that set from South Carolina through the 
cotton States. What he undertook he always 
aid with all his might, and his work for the 
cause of secession was full of vigor. He 
rode upon the tide with such discontented 
spirits as Toombs, and Crawford, and Iver- 
son. and of course Georgia in their hands 
could only be expected to follow South Caro- 
lina out of the Union, which she did without 
even submitting the question to the people. 
It is strange that a man who, as Governor of 
a State, could assist in dragging the whole 
people into rebellion should draw the line at 
the conscript act, but Brown did, and proved 
one of Jeff Davis’ stubbornest opponents. 

But when the war was over he was among 
the first to accept the inevitable, ahd made 
himself unpopular by his recommendation 
that the people of the South acquiesce iu the 
reconstruction measures put forward by Con- 
gress and give cordial aid in carrying them 
out. This is the secret of his break with the 
Democratic party, which used every means 
in its power to bring these measures to 
naught, and thereby made itself largely re- 
sponsible for the condition of affairs that 
subsequently cursed the South, and which 
they have ever so glibly charged to the Ke- 
publican party. It was in the same spirit 
that they declared the war a failure and then 
did all they could to make itso. They deter- 
mined among wemselves that reconstruction 
should be a failure and they made it so. 

This ume, however, Brown was not led 
astray, and ne gave Gen. Grant, while Presi- 
dent, every assistance in his power. He was 
a delegate to the Republican National Con- 
vention of 1872 and voted for Grant’s renomi- 
nation. In 1868 he had been the Republican 
candidate for United States Senator, and 
after his defeat before that Legislature he 
was appointed by Gov. Bullock Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court of Georgia. But the 
vision of recoustrucuon dissolved, and when 
Senator Gordon resigned to become Govern- 
or, Judge Brown was already back in the 
Democratic party, and was elected to the va- 
cancy, and was reélected in 1884. He is now 
one of those Southern anomalies, a protec- 
tion Democrat who, while advocating a pret 
ty stiff tariff, yet supports free trade candi- 
dates whenever nominated, and, as demon- 
strated by his recent votes, made a record of 
having defended and supported particular 
sections of the bill and then voted against it 
as a whole on party grounds. 

Senator Brown is a persuasive but not elo- 
quent debater. It was he

kee. His discourse gave general satisfaction 
and was especially commended by the New 
York Herald, which was so charmed by some 
parts of it that they have been kept standing 
in its columns ever since.

Dana’s maxims was: Never print a 
paid advertisement as news matter; let 
every advertisement appear as an advertise- 
ment; no sailing under false colors.” It has 
been hinted repeatedly by the Hera/d that the 
newspaper under Mr. a’s control has 
printed paid advertisements as news matter 
frequentiy since the Milwaukee maxim was 
promulgated. A correspondent usually well 
informed wrote to us some time ago saying 
that the reprinting in Mr. Dana’s paper of a 
long article from a quarteriy review defend- 
ing trusts was paid for by the Standard Oil 
Company, but we dismissed the suggestion 
as an idle tale. Whether Mr. Dana has fol- 
lowed his own maxims or not, the maxim is 
good in itself, and therefore we are much 
concerned to find Mr. Halstead taking the 
other side uf the question in his discourse to 
the Wisconsin editors at Madison a few days 


ago. 

Mr. Halstead takestissue with Dana square- 
ly. He announces at the outset that he has 
tried it both ways, and is thus able to speak 
from experience. Perhaps he means to in- 
sinuate that Dane has only tried it one way, 
but which way he does not indicate. Once 
upon a time, says Mr. Halstead, I sacrificed 
many dollars in an endeavor to establish that 
great principle, and have receded from i 
yielding to the material manifestation o 
general judgment.“ The material mani- 
festation of general judgment” is a phrase 
not free from ambiguity, but in its context it 
seems to mean cash. This interpretation 
is justified by a subsequent sentence, in 
which Mr. Halstead says chat he has been con- 
strained to associate the advancement of 
great principles with pecuniary profit.“ One 
would suppose that this might end tte, mat 
ter altogether, and that further reasons for 
rejecting Mr. Dana’s maxim would be su- 
perfious, because, when you know that your 
principies are great and that they cannot 
make bead without pecuniary profit, any 
form of deception must be allowable, espe- 
cially if your readers are easily humbugged. 
A large percentage of the people think the 
editor writes the advertisements,” continues 
Mr. Halstead. * What is the objectuon if some 
of them shouid find out that the ad r 
0 nally dictates the editoriais?” No 
objection indeed te that; the objection is 
when they don’t finditout. If Mr. Halsted 
would only begm one of this kind 
of editorials by saving: “ The follow- 
ing is dictated by the Boston Cloth-

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| OPINIONS OF ATCHISON. 


BOSTON BROKERS TALK OF THE RE- 
PORT JUST IssUED, 


There Is a Wide Diversity of Opinion—Some 
Object to the Statement on the Ground 
That It Doesn’t State—Two Points Dit. 
ference in the Opening Between Boston 
and New York—Brokers in the Latter 
Place Want to Know More About It. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 28.—[Special.]—The 
Atchison statement has been all the subject 
of talk on the street today. Comments, how- 
ever, have been somewhat mixed. That 
most frequently heard was to the effect that 
the statement does not state—that is, there 
have been a great many different sets of fig- 
ures given by as many different figurers, 
each representing the result of an endeavor 
to ascertain exactly how much of a deficit 
the Atchison, Toveka & Santa Fé system 
made in earnings, all charges for which it 
was liable, and the dividends for which it 
was not liable but which it paid in the iil- 
fated year just ended. Brokers’ wires from 
New York to Boston were kept warm by tele- 
grams of inquiry. Evidently Wall street 
Started in to “boom” the stock on the 
strength of the statement before it took 
time todigest the same. State street had 
its attack of the blues at the start, but felt 
better afterwards. 

Col. Peabody of Kidder, Peabody & Co. 
thought that on the whole the report was 
favorable and that it was carefully made up, 
considering the unavoidable delay caused by 
the getting together of such a mass of fig- 
ures. He did not think that the full report 
to come would materially change the status. 
At present there was a deticit of 88. 000. 000 on 
auxiliary lines in tixed charges, and a net 
profit of the present system over charges of 
$1,066,000, leaving a net deficit of about 
$2,000,000. The debt of the company, guar- 
antved to Nov. 30, was $6,300,000, then uncailed 
for, and, deducting 24¢ per cent commission. 
it brought it down to 86. 150,000, showing 
$1,000,000 available cash to meet the deficit in 
earnings. The statement was not withouta 
strong element of encouragement. The ad- 
vance of 10 per cent on rates would not ma- 
teriaily reduce the bulk of traffic. 

Mr. Richardson of Richardson, Hill & Co. 
said that the best commentary on a diversi 
of opinion was that, while in New Yor 
Atchison opened at 49, the quotation in Bos- 
ton Was nearly 2 points lower; yet they were 
coming together fast. Taking things as they 
stood, he looked upon the statement as favor- 
able, and his inclination would be to buy 
rather than sell. 

Mr. Irving A. Evans characterized the 
statement as not complete, mystifying, and 
beyond the comprehension of the * 
stockholder. and it solidified a desire on the 
part of many stockholders for the resigna- 
tion of some of tha directors. He would not 
criticase the road itself. 3 

Mr. Henry E. Cobb of Brewster, Cobb & 
Estabrook said the report, while not so full 
as could be desired, was more favorable than 
he feared it would be, and he had an impfes- 
sion that the effect would be reassuring. 

“Tf under the unfavorable circumstances 
of last year,“ he said, che road was able to 
do as well as the report represents, certainly 
with such improved conditions we may hope 
for much more favorabie results in years to 
come. The managers have had strikes, cut 
rates, and poor crops to contend with, and I 
believe all three of these unfavorable in- 
fluences have been removed. Iam much re- 
lieved by the report; I feared it would be 
worse.“ 

The stock opened here at 47, two points off, 
but under the influence of Wall street it re- 
covered, and closed at 50}¢, a net gam of 1

The financial situation grows no more satis- 
factory to money lenders. Yesterday’s business 
at the banks was all in a line with the recent 
course of things, the deposit accounts steadily 
gaining and the loans as steadily decreasing. 
Rates for money, therefore, were anything but 
stiff. The banks were glad to let funds go at 6 
per cent on time, and call loans could be easily 
negotiated at 5 percent. Small borrowers paid 
7 and 8 per cent as a rule, but they are never 
greatly benefited by a temporary ease in the 
market. Although bankers find the times dull 
at present, most of them are sanguine with re- 
gard to tne business outlook for the West. Bus- 
iness-men are hopeful, collections are not a mat- 
ter for complaint, and the farmers have on hand 
a good supply of last season's crops and products. 
It is noted, too, that in several parts of the West 
substantial improvements are being made, build- 
ing operations are active, and new enterprises 
are being develo These facts encourage 
many to believe at tne coming year will fur- 
nish many chances for the safe investment of 
money.
